Reasons for Decision 

The Classification Office is required, in accordance with Regulation 28, to consider whether the 
video slick would likely to be classified as objectionable if that slick were submitted under section 
13(1) of the Act for classification under section 23 of the Act. Section 23 of the Act requires 
examination of the publication taking into account relevant criteria stated in section 3 of the Act. 

Relevant Criteria 

s3(3)(a)(iii) Other sexual or physical conduct of a degrading or dehumanising or demeaning 
nature. 

The depiction of anal intercourse, with a pair of hands splaying open the female’s vagina presents as 
sexual conduct of a degrading and dehumanising nature. Only the couple’s genitals are depicted in 
graphic detail. The manner of this depiction divests both the male and female of other human 
characteristics and reduces them in rank to a collection of genitalia. The close focus upon the 
female’s splayed and gaping vagina combined with anal intercourse presents as conduct of a 
degrading nature. In effect, this depiction reduces the woman in rank to a collection of orifices for 
the benefit of the viewer. 

A smaller colour image on the front cover depicts vaginal intercourse. Again only the genitals of the 
couple are depicted. While this image is not as graphic, the image presents as dehumanising 
conduct, divesting the couple of other human characteristics. 
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The close focus depiction of vaginal and anal intercourse with the woman’s splayed vagina in the 
second depiction, is considered to colour the dominant effect of the slick to such a degree that the 
availability of this slick is considered likely to be injurious to the public good. While the other 
images presented on the slick are of a sexually explicit nature, they do not graphically focus solely 
upon genitalia which in this instance presents as degrading and dehumanising. The depiction of anal 
intercourse, while considered a valid alternative sexual practice, is combined with the female’s 
graphically splayed vagina. This image reduces the female to a collection of orifices in a harsh and 
voyeuristic manner. In consideration of the relevant critera under Section 3 of the Act and the 
depiction as discussed, this slick is not approved for public display.
